Recognizing that the heart-of the railroad is in the strength of its 
motive power, Southern Pacific last month placed in service ten of 
the largest and ‘most powerful locomotives ever operated on its lines. 
They cost $1,400,000. : 

The new “iron horses” are technically described as single 

expansion articulated locomotives with a 4 -2 wheel ar- 
rangement. . Their length, weight and tractive power exceed 
that of any other locomotive ever operated by the company. 
The locomotives are 120 feet long over all and sixteen feet 
four inches ‘high. ‘When loaded each weighs 906,900° pounds 
and has a tractive power of 112,760 pounds. Unlike most 
locomotives they have the cab built in front of the engine. 
They burn oil and have boiler ‘pressure of 235 pounds. 
Steam from one boiler will be used through two pairs of 
cylinders to drive two sets of driving wheels, each set having 
eight wheels. 

These locomotives were designed for use both in freight 
and passenger service on the 139 mile run over the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains between Roseville, Calif., and Sparks, 

Nev., on the Sacramento Division of the Overland Route.

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New Line inArizona 
Is Opened Around 
Coolidge ‘Dam 
RAINS : were: operated, ‘November 

4 :20,°for the first time over the 
newly -constructed line of “about :nine- 
teen .miles .on- the -Globe Branch in 
Arizona ‘which replaces the track to 
be abandoned on account of the con- 
struction of Coolidge Dam. Aperture 
at the bottom of the dam across Gila 
River was closed November 10, and 
water is being backed up toward the 
section of the old Gila Valley, Globe 
and Northern line first laid in 1898. 

Coolidge Dam will form the arti- 
ficial San Carlos Lake. Maximum 
height of the new line above the water 
line of this lake will be 60 feet, or 
150 feet above the line now aban- 
doned. While the new Hne is not in 
finished condition it is in temporary 
shape to handle traffic until the steel 
bridges across the Gila and San Car- 
los vivers on the former line are moved 
into position to take the place of tem- 
porary structures across the same riv- 
ers on the new line. Also the rails 
and ties on the abandoned line will 
be removed during the next few weeks 
before the dam has backed up water 
sufficient to interfere with the work. 

Re-routing of the line began at Cal- 
va, sixty-six miles from Bowie. From 
Calva the line crosses the Gila River 
and thence westerly along the north 
boundary of San Carlos reservation 
to a connection with the original line 
about five miles south of Rice, which 
is twenty-two miles from Globe. Work 
on the new line was commenced Feb- 
ruary 15, this year, and track connec- 
tion was made November 8, 

The entire project was carried on 
under the direct supervision of Chief 
Engineer Geo. W. Boschke. A. E. Me- 
Kennett, construction division engi- 
neer, was in charge in the field.

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RITING for “Nation’s Busi- 
78 ness” under the above cap- 
tion, Rodney A. Elward, a 
farmer of Kansas, treats the subject 
of taxation from the standpoint of the 
land owning farmers, which he consid- 
ers the most conservative class on 
earth, ‘and addresses his remarks to 
the business men of the country, whom 
he says are ‘not at all conservative, 
although they fondly consider them- 
selves such, and who are responsible 
for most of the increased taxation. 

“The evils of the steady increases 
in taxation of all kinds” he writes, 
“are, or at least ought to be, apparent 
to any thinking person. President 
Coolidge stated the whole case in a 
message a few years ago, in which 
he said: 

“We have hardly an economic ill 
today which cannot be attributed di- 
rectly or indirectly to high taxes. 
The prosperity of the people rests 
primarily on reducing the existing tax 
burden. No other action would so en- 
courage business. No other legislative 
enactment could do so much to relieve 
agriculture.’ 

“Bverybody will agree with Presi- 
dent Coolidge,” continues Mr. Elward, 
“except the beneficiaries of high taxa- 
tion, and no argument would reach 
them. Therefore, the question re- 
mains, Why are taxes high and get- 
ting higher? And what can be done 
about it? 

Tax Struggle 

“There is much talk and writing 
about the tax problem. There is no 
tax problem. No such thing exists. 
fhe only people who have a tax 
problem are those who are trying to 
devise more and new ways to get 
money from the public treasuries into 
their own pockets, or to further their 
socialistic schemes. Let us nail this 
point down. There is no tax -prob- 
lem, but there is a struggle—a strug- 
gle between those who pay taxes into 
the public treasuries, and those who 
get money out of the treasuries. For 
the great majority of us, who are 
merely payers-in, there is no problem, 
merely a struggle. Those who are the 
drawers-out, of course, have the prob- 
lem of. devising new ways to get 
money, and ever more money in the 
old ways. That is the only tax prob- 
lem there is. 

“Taxes are steadily increasing be- 
cause a large and influential class 


of the population is personally ‘and. 


financially interested ‘in getting money 
in various ways out of the local, state, 
and national treasuries. .Most of these 


people strongly oppose any..effort.‘to - 
reduce taxation for fear-it will affect: 


“Mr, Elward goes on to state that ii in-: 


formation from the National’ Indus- 
trial: Conference Board. shows that, for 
every ten persons engaged in°private 
enterprises, one person draws’ salary 
or other. support from some ‘public 
treasury. Not included in these figures 
are ‘those people. having : public -con- 
tracts, nor. the armies of employes 
working under these contracts.. ‘This 
multitude of people, he, declares, to- 
gether with the families, relatives and 
friends who -benefit directly or indi- 
rectly from the public revenues, en- 
‘deavor to protect their incomes by ex- 
erting passive or active opposition to 
tax reduction‘plans. There are prob- 
ably twenty million people in this 
group and their influence is powerful. 
Schoo! Door Farce 

“Bureaucratic government is stupid, 
inefficient, extravagant,” the Kansas 
farmer declares. “Especially is this 
true when federal and state officials 
are interfering in the affairs of local 
self-governing bodies.” Mr. Elward 
illustrates this point by relating the 
story of the missing door on a Kan- 
sas schoo! building, a trifling matter, 
since the.door was absent from its 
hinges but a few hours, but which was 
magnified in importance by the reams 
of letters written by bureaucrats at 
the state capital, special trips to the 
school district by state officers, all of 
which spread over several months and 
accumulated an unnecessary bill of 
$150 for Kansas taxpayers. “Multiply 
this incident by tens of thousands and 
we have one of the reasons why taxes 
are.constantly increasing,” the writer 
declares.

United States are ‘intensely conserva- 
tive, and the great advances in taxa- 
tion in the last fifteen years, and the 
adoption of the numerous socialistic 
and paternalistic schemes of govern- 
ment have not been’ made at their 
demand. 


Who Socialists Are 

“These schemes are agitated, not at 
farmers’ meetings ‘and conventions, 
but in business men’s organizations. 
I have heard more socialism preached 
at meetings of commercial ‘bodies, 
than in socialistic gatherings. ‘There 
are more socialists and paternalists 
among the business and professional 
classes than among any other kind of 
people. It does not change ‘the facts 
that these business and professional 
men shudder at the word socialist, and

Business Principles in Spending 


“Now what can we do about it? The 
answer seems easy. ‘Stop spending 
money. It is hard to stop people 
from. spending other .men’s ‘money. 
But “it ought not to be hard to ask 
business to apply the same principles 
of spending tax money that it applies 
to spending ‘money in its own field. 

“Thave never bought a herd of stock 
ora new .piece of farm machinery 
before asking myself, ‘Do I need it?’ 
‘Can I afford it?’ ‘Am I getting my 
money’s worth if I bey it?’ 

“Can’t the community put its money 
spending on the same basis? No. In 
nation, in-state and in town, we are 
buying things that we don’t need and 
cannot afford and often we are not 
even getting value for our money. 

“But we shall never stop this spend- 
ing until there is a letting up of pres- 
sure from business itself through its 
organizations for an increased spend- 
ing of public funds. 

“Now. we have come to the hub of 
our’contention. ‘The -pressure fot in- 
creased “taxation comes from above, 
not -below,—from public officials and 
employes,. from-:seekers -after public 
contracts, from seekers after govern- 
ment. :-favors, :and-from the .-semi- 
socialists and paternalists who are so 
numerous .in commercial ‘bodies.

“Some years ago, without and de- 
mand from farmers, so far as I could 
discover, a great agricultural organ- 
ization, a system of county agents 
working with local farm bureaus, was 
established, chiefly supported out of 
the treasuries of the nation,. states,

“This is supposed to be purely a 
farmers’ organization, but receives 
appropriations from the publie rev- 
enues about equal to the salaries of 
its officers, 


Pure Paternalism 


“This is a glaring case of pure pa- 
ternalism, for there is no more rea- 
son for the public treasury’s paying 
the salaries of the officers. of this 
farm organization, than for the public 
treasury’s paying -the salaries of 
officers of chambers of commerce: 
This. organization. was imposed from 
above. , ‘Wherever I.-have heard its 
history, or know it from personal ob- 
servation, it was created and im- 
posed by. the local chamber of com- 
merce .cooperating. ‘with ‘government 
employes who wanted to increase the 
number of jobs. 

“The farmers of the: country were 
already-well organized in their com- 
modity organizations, -supported “by 
the dues of their members, . But this 
new scheme was :sprung.on us, fully 
grown ‘from the -public ‘treasury, as 
Minerva ‘sprang -full-panoplied from 
the brow of Jove..“Allvcitizens’ are 
taxed to “support-:this “organization,

“The .most ‘insidious form. of the 
drift toward ever-iricreased taxation— 
national, state and local—is the evil 
system of federal aid for -local :pur- 
poses,“and often for private - benefit. 
President Harding denounced ‘this sys- 
tem.:in one of ‘his ‘messages. Presi- 
dent Coolidge has done likewise. ..So 
have our two Kansas senators, as well 
‘as many others, but the pressure from 
tax grabbers isso strong that the 
system not only lives but grows. 


Federal Herds 


“Since many readers may not know 
to what I refer, let me illustrate. 
Scattered over the country are num- 
erous farmers who have what are 
called federal herds. That means that 
if any of the animals in such herds 
contract tuberculosis, the National 
Government will pay for them, in 
whole or part, will replace out of 
the public treasury diseased animals. 
You, readers, are taxed to provide the 
money. 

“Is there any good reason why the 
natural risks of my business should 
be assumed by residents of distant 
cities? The plan is pure paternalism, 
yet, unknown to the general public, 


. this thing is going on all the time. 


“I cite this merely as an example of 
the farmer coddling which is the 
fashion of the time, teaching the 
agriculturist to lean on the govern: 
ment, robbing him of self-reliance, 
making him good seeding ground for 
socialistic propaganda. 

“In addition to these federal herds, 
for which federal taxation is em- 
ployed to bear the burden, in many 
states all herds of cattle are under 
the same provision, with difference 
that local taxation is used instead of 
federal taxation to pay half the value 
of the diseased animal. 

“The latest federal appropriation on 
which the writer has figures, for 
federal aid in building roads, was 71 
million dollars, most of it spent for 
purely local purposes. . This was only 
a -part-of the total cost; the .rest 


“having been borne -by the states and 


localities. The federal aid was used 
asva “teaser’ to induce -localities to 
increase their taxation.

|The ‘Story of the Christmas Seal 


By Heavens: L. -Witliams 


VERY year - “millions of -Christ- 
mas seals are sold ‘in: this coun- 
try to contral and prevent tuber- 
They. have “become a symbol 
of the great war.that is ‘being waged 


.. against. an ancient, preventable: dis- 


ease. But in 1904 the Christmas seal 


‘originated in a small way to give a 


chance for health to a group of tuber- 
culosis children in a foreign country. 
In that year a children’s hospital 
was needed in Copenhagen, Denmark. 
A postal clerk in that city named 
Einar Holboell heard of this and con- 
ceived the idea that stamps, especi- 
ally designed to decorate Christmas 
letters and packages, could be made 
to finance the cost of the building. His 
enthusiasm won for him the endorse- 
ment of the Danish royal family, and 
the first Christmas seal was designed 
and placed on sale in the post offices. 
A pioneer in the field of social ser- 
vice in America received a letter 
from his mother country bearing one

of: ‘the. bright-colored little stamps, 
His’ name ‘was Jacob Riis and,’ his 
curiosity aroused by this new decora- 
tion, he inquired about its purpose. 
The possibilities of its use in the 
United States impressed him. He wrote 
an article that was.published in -the 
“Outlook” in which he described what 
the stamp had achieved in Denmark. 

In that article, Miss Emily \P.-Bis- 
sell of Wilmington, Delaware, found 
the solution of her own problem; 
namely, how to raise $3,000 for a 
tuberculosis pavilion in her state. She 
organized the first sale of Christmas 
seals in the United States and as a 
result the pavilion was built. In 1908, 
Miss Bissell was able to induce the 
authorities of the American Red Cross 
to undertake a nation-wide sale of tu- 
berculosis Christmas stamps. Women’s 
clubs, religious bodies and local Red 
Cross chapters assisted in the cam- 
paign. From then on until 1920 the 
Red Cross conducted the sale of the 
seals, 

From 1907 to 1910 the National Tu- 
berculosis Association had been or- 
ganizing its warfare against the dis- 
ease with the support of foremost 
scientists, but with Httle funds. To 
strengthen the organization’s work, the 
American Red Cross joined with it in 
the Christmas seal sale. The partner- 
ship between these two great welfare 
bodies lasted for ten years. Then, in 
1920, it was dissolved because the 
American Red Cross desired to con- 
tinue its annual Roll Call, begun in 
the years of the Great War, and it 
did not wish to appeal to the public 
for funds twice a year. Since that 
time only the double-barred cross, em- 
blem of the tuberculosis movement, 
has appeared on Christmas seals. 

Through the -power of the Christ- 
mas seal, state after state was grad-. 
ually organized to attack tuberculosis 
with a scientific program. The state 
organizations entered the larger cities 
and counties and formed local associ- 
ations, ‘Together, led by the national 
body, they have brought into exist- 
ence nearly all of the present-day 
community machinery for combatting 
tuberculosis. 

The little stamps help to control 
the sources of infection, especially to 
children, to educate everyone in health 
habits and to prevent economic loss. 
due to the death of producers. This 
year the National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation and its affiliated organizations 
will hold the twenty-first sale of Christ- 
mas seals throughout.the country.

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CHAPTER XXXVI 


Completion of “Sunset Route” from 
Pacifie Coast to Gulf of Mexico: 
Race with Texas and Pacific 
East of El Paso 


FTER the main line of the 
Central Pacific transcontinen- 
tal route from San Francisco 

Bay to Ogden, Utah, had been com- 
pleted late in 1869 it is doubtful if the 
“Big Four” railroad builders had any 
other plans than to extend branch 
lines throughout California, and to 
connect with proposed railroads on 
the north and southeast boundaries 
of the State. Their ambitions soon 
expanded, however, and by 1877, just 
after Los Angeles received its first 
through rail connection, interest had 
been acquired in a Texas railroad and 
the first step was taken by the one- 
time country merchants in their gi- 
gantic southern transcontinental proj- 
ect which finally resulted in the com- 
pletion of the now famous “Sunset 
Route” from the Pacific Coast more 
than 2000 miles to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. The major portion of the line 
was laid across barren or undeveloped 
country through Southern California, 
Arizona, New Mexico and most of 
Texas. 


Reach the Colorado 


It will be remembered that when 
Congress in 1871 authorized the Texas 
and Pacific to build from Marshall, 
Texas, to San Diego, California, it 
also granted Southern Pacific permi: 

sion to meet that road at the Cali- 
fornia State Line on the Colorado 
River. The west bank of the river 
was reached May 20, 1877, but the 
Texas and Pacific was nowhere’ in

obtained, for Southern Pacific, over 
the vigorous protest of Scott, the 
right to continue building eastward 
until a connection was made with the 
Texas and Pacific. These “battles” in 
Washington between Huntington and 
Scott held the spot light as far as 
western railroad affairs were con- 
cerned. Peace in the ranks of the 
two companies was not obtained un- 
til late in 1881, when the Huntington- 
Gould agreement was consumated. 


Track Laying Race 


Southern Pacifie started building 
east from Yuma on November .19, 
1878, and on May 19, 1881,"@ the’ road 
was -opened for traffic to El Paso, 
Texas. There was but little delay 
at El Paso in the march of the South- 
ern Pacific eastward. The Texas and 
Pacific line was past Dallas and-ad- 
vaneing westward rapidly, with the 
hopes ‘of checking its rival’s drive -in- 
to Texas.’ This situation developed 
a track laying program that came 
close to matching the one staged years 
before, when the Central Pacific and 
Union Pacifie raced toward a junc- 
tion in Utah over the present-day 
Overland Route. 


Construction work under the cor- 
porate name of the Southern Pacifie 
ended at El Paso and the building 
east toward San Antonio was carried 
on by the Galveston, Harrisburg & 
San Antonio Railway, in which com- 
pany C, P. Huntington had purchased 
an interest for the Southern. Pacific 
in 1877. Organized seven years -be- 
fore, the company owned a short line 
in Texas, at that time extending from 
Harrisburg to Columbus, The eastern 
section-of this line, from ‘Harrisburg, 


-near Houston, to Richmond, :-had -been 


point for some time, ‘while ‘the ‘South-. 
ern Pacific. was building :across: Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. “Before the 
road from the Pacific ‘Coast ‘reached 
El Paso construction work had been 
started west from San Antonio. 


In the mountainous country ‘south- 
east of El Paso there was only one 
logical route for a railroad from 2 
point in the vicinity of Sierra Blanca 
through the valley of the Rio Grande 
River. The prevailing opinion was 
that the first company laying their 
rails through the pass would have 
undisputed right of way west. It was 
for this advantage that the GH &SA 
and Texas & Pacific waged their con- 
struction race. The former company 
had the benefit of assistance. from the 
Southern Pacific forces, which started 
work east from El Paso-in the spring 
of 1881. Men and materials were 
also sent overland to help the forces 
building westward from San Antonio. 


Built by Chinamen 


Construction work -east from El 
Paso.on the GH & S A was done prin- 
cipally by Chinamen, who were ‘thor- 
oughly schooled in their jobs after so 
many years experience on the lines-of 
the Southern Pacific and Central Pa- 
cific companies. Many of the -bosses 
were men who had been with these 
two companies since the “Big Four” 
started railroad .building 18 years -be- 
fore. J. H. Strobridge was in-general 
charge of. the :gangs.::-He -probably

While construction work was under 
way the executives of the two com- 
panies reached an agreement settling 
the dispute. over rights-of-way. This 
was -the “famous Huntington-Gould 
agreement dated November -26, 1881. 
It was signed by C. P. Huntington for 
the Southern Pacific and its allied 
properties in Texas and Louisiana, and 
by Jay Gould, who had succeeded Tom 
Seott as head of the Texas & Pacific.” 
Provisions were made for the joint 
use of track to El Paso and the dis- 
missal of :T, & P. suits pending against 
Southern Pacific for alleged usurpa- 
tion of ‘rights of way west of El Paso. 
Construction on the GH & S A west 
from San Antonio did not present any 
serious difficulties until Del Rio was 
reached. -‘A-few miles west of that

The Pecos -crossing was’ not made 


until late in 1882. ‘The original line - 


crossed the river near its juncture 
with the Rio Grande, that route pre- 
senting the line of least resistance 
beeause it afforded a low and prac- 
tical crossing on the Pecos River. 
Three or four miles from the Pecos it 
became ‘necessary to tunnel through 
the rock for a proper location. On 
crossing the river, the same difficulty 
was encountered and another tunnel 
was bored in order to ascend the river 
depression at this location. 


Last Rail Laid 


It was just east of this latter tun- 
nel, or “Tunnel No. 2” as it was 
ealled, that the construction gangs, 
working west from San Antonio, met 
those working east from El Paso. The 
date made ‘memorable by -this connec- 
tion was January 12, 1888, and at this 
point, 227 miles-west of San Antonio, 
were joined the rails that completed 
the through. southern transcontinental 
line of the Southern Pacific. Here Col. 
T. W.. Pierce drove a silver spike in 
the last’ tie and the “Sunset Route” 
became a reality. Junction was made 
about two and a half miles west of 
the old Pecos River bridge. Nearest 
station was Painted Cave, one-half 
mile east of the bridge, on the -old 
line which was abandoned in 1892. 

In announcing the completion of the 
work, James Campbell, then Super- 
intendent of the line, sent telegrams 
to Mayor’ Magoffin of El Paso and to

First Shipment 


Little time was lost in taking ad- 
vantage of the new route. The first 
shipment of freight was made from 
San Francisco on January 25, 1883, 
six weeks following the driving of the 
last spike. It will interest our read- 
ers, or some of them, in these days 
of enforced abstinence from certain 
liquid indulgences, to note that this 
shipment consisted of fifty barrels of. 
port wine consigned by Arpad Harasz- 
thy & Company, of San Francisco, to” 
F. Hollander & Company, of New 
Orleans. The first through passenger 
train between New Orleans atid San 
Francisco left those points on Febru- 
ary 5, 1883. . 

The development of the rail line be- 
tween San Antonio and El Paso wa: 
attended by numerous details of in- 
terest from the standpoint of con- 
struction, The entire area in 1880 was 
practically a terra incognito. The vast 
expanse of rolling territory, much of it 
in the more westerly sections charac- 
terized by mountain ranges of vary- 
ing degree, was vacant of settlement.

Agriculture, however, 
ceases practically at Uvalde, 92 miles 
west of San Antonio, and while today 
this region is inactivecultivation, when 
the rails were pushed west, aside 
from a few scattered ranches devoted 
to scrub or native long horn cattle, 
the domain was virgin and unoc- 
cupied. 


Prehistoric Sea 


From Del Rio west the nature of 
the country necessitated many curves 
and cuts, Numerous canyons or dry 
water courses forced the construction 
of many trestles and bridges. All of 
this territory was at one time the 
bed of some prehisterie sea and the 
hills are limestone, liberally marked 
with fossil evidences of marine life. 
The line closely hugged the canyon 
of the Rio Grande. For several miles 
the tracks rest almost upon a rock 
shelf blasted from the tall limestone 
cliffs, which, when the road was built, 
rose in unbroken proportions from the 
river. This section is possibly the 
most picturesque location on the 
line. Fifteen miles west of Del Rio, 
the road crosses Devil’s River, one of 
the most beautiful streams in Texas 
and one of the very few west of Del 
Rio possessing a continuous flow, Tha 
road then progresses westward to the 
Pecos, 

The completion of the Galveston, 
Harrisburg and San Antonio Railway 
ended for all time the operation of the 
old Southern overland mail route to 
San Diego, California, which started 
operating out of San Antonio in July 
1857. The old stage route was natur- 
ally a picturesque feature of travel 
during its long, and more or less haz- 
ardous, existence. Used chiefly by 
the contractors conveying the United 
States mails, it served also for the 
occasional traveler to the far west 
and even when under such convoy as 
may have been maintained, the long 
run was not only arduous because of its 
attending hardship, but was at times 
dangerous because of Indians and out- 
laws who had fled from the settled 
areas into the wilderness of plains and 
hills in western Texas. 


Old. Stage: Route 


The old route ran from San An- 
tonio through Uvalde to Cline, now 
stations on the . Southern . Pacife, 
thence to Ft. Clark (the town Brac- 
kettville) north of Spofford, where the 
branch line. of the railroad diverges 
to Eagle Pass on ‘the Mexican border, 
opposite Piedras Negras. ‘Thence to 
the springs of ‘San Felipe (Del .Rio} 
and 6n.to Devil’s River, then to what 
was known as Camp Hudson .on’ ‘the 
Pecos. :'Following that tortuous river, 
crossing was made ‘near the mouth of 
the..Escondido Canyon, not’ far :dis-. 
tant from: point of crossing’ .of\‘the 
K. C0. M.& 0. railroad, :to “Ft. Stock- 
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on to Ft. Davis, touching “Van Horn's 
Well,” about a mile west of the pres- 


ent railroad station*of Lobo. Thence 
te Eagle Spring, near Torbert.sta- 
tion, and to the valley of the Rio 
Grande near old Ft. Quitman, follow- 
ing the river via Ft. Hancock and 
Ysleta to El Paso and crossing the Rio 
Grande into ‘New Mexico and on to its 
ultimate destination on the Pacific. 
“Ysleta,” now a station on the Gal- 
veston, Harrisburg and San Antonio, 
is said to be the first settlement in 
what is now the state of Texas. Tra- 
dition suggests the exact location 
was originally several miles from the 
present station. Historians delving 
into such records as exist claim that 
Ysleta was founded by the Spaniards 
under the leadership of Coronado 
during his expedition through the 
northern part of Mexico in the middie 
of the 17th century. Contention is 
also made, and most authorities agree 
to this, that the little village was es- 
tablished by Oternin, the one time 
Spanish governor of Durango province 
in 1680, who led his band of Spaniards 
and Pique Indians across the Rio 
Grande to escape antagonistic forces 
during quarrels between opposing fac- 


tions incident to frequent uprisings ‘or: 
revolts’ in old Mexico. While:‘what :is 
claimed ‘to be-the original settlement 
may be ‘located. by still remaining 
ruins ‘or’ landmarks,’ ‘the ‘present 
Ysleta lays: more ‘or ‘less ‘authentic 
claim to distinction: because of :its.an- 
tiquity, and an old mission. building 
still used by the faithful-is pointed 
to with pride and veneration as proof. 
of these claims.

Car Service 
By R, L. Rusy 
Superintendent of Transportation 


HE most important factor in car 

utilization is maximum loading. 
Each car should haul the amount of 
freight it is capable of hauling on each 
trip. Maximum loading results in less 
investment in cars, a good many of 
which are idle during part of the year; 
better movement of freight by provid- 
ing space in trains that is not always 
available for a great number of light 
loaded cars, reduced number of cars 
to be switched to and from industries 
or other loading and unloading tracks, 
avoiding congestion on loading and 
unloading tracks, which at times re- 
sults in holding cars from loading and 
unloading, with inconvenience to ship- 
pers and consignees. Light loaded 
cars take up as much track space as 
full loaded cars. 

During first nine months of this 
year Pacific Lines loaded 1,006,421 
cars with revenue freight.

The frames and crossties are sep- 
arate steel castings of annealed open- 
hearth steel. The rear deck and rear 
unit cylinder saddle are formed in a 
single steel casting. This casting in- 
cludes the fulerum for the: trailing 
truck radius bar and extends back to 
include the rear bumper and tender 
drawbar pocket. 

The articulation hinge between the 
front and rear engine units is located 
52 inches back to the center line of 
the rear driver of the front unit and 
77 inches forward of the center line 
of the front drivers of the rear unit.

Question: 
Y wife has been troubled with 
bronchitis for several years, 
causing a great deal of coughing some 
nights and always after getting up 
mornings. Is there any cure for this? 
Would you suggest a change of 
climate for her? 
Answer: 

We presume, when you say your 
wife is troubled with bronchitis, that 
you have proof that that is all that is 
the matter. On the whole, chronic 
bronchitis is not nearly so common as 
tuberculosis and we would be afraid 
that was the condition from which 
your wife is suffering, She ought 
to be examined immediately. There 
should be repeated examinations of 
her sputum, if necessary, and prob- 
ably a good X-ray plate of the chest. 
It is absolutely necessary to rule out 
tuberculosis in all these cases by 
every known method. 

If she has chronic bronchitis, a 
change of climate to a high, dry place 
is desired. Should it be found to be 
tuberculosis of the lungs, it would be 
better to fight it out where you are 
and where you are familiar with the 
conditions, Absolute rest is the chief 
factor, to which must be added good 
medical supervision, good food, fresh 
air and peace of mind. Change of 
climate does not always benefit these 
cases, 

Advanced cases of chronic bron- 
chitis axe difficult to cure. They can 
be greatly relieved if secondary 
changes in the lung have not taken 
place. The history of there being a 
loss in weight, fever, hemorrhage, etc., 
would have given us more light on the 
case, but your local doctor will advise 
you if he has all the faets.
